As a result of the announcement that the Young 
Brothers’ Chevron gas station in Sierra Madre 
closed as of Dec. 31, 1986, several Sierra Madreans 
have asked what they could do to urge Chevron 
officials to reinstate the filling station which is one 
of three inside the city limits. 

The station is to be razed, according to Frank 
Young, who co-owns the business with his brothers, 
Mark and Bruce. The Young brothers plan to 
continue their auto repair business out of the garage 
on the west side of the lot, however. 

The dire parking problem that will ensue with 
the lack of the corner lot, however, will warrant a 
loss of about 90% of the business to Young’s, 
Frank estimated. 

Chris Gordon decided to do something about 
the closure, so he put together a petition which is 
being circulated around Sierra Madre within the next 
five days (beginning with publication day of this 
week’s edition of the Sierra Madre News). 

Tire petition is. directed toward-executives of 
Chevron Oil Company, urging them to reopen the 
gas pumps at the station “which, for decades, 
has been integral in the life character of our little 
town,” Gordon says. 

Copies of the petition for signing by presstime 
can be found at Arnold’s Hardware, Pantorium 
Cleaners, Bottle Shop, Frank’s Fish Market, Hap¬ 
py’s Liquor, Howie’s Ranch Market, the Sierra 
Madre News, and, of course, at Young’s station. 

Gordon told The News, “Sierra Madre des¬ 
perately needs that station. In the first place, we 
need more than only two places to purchase gas.

Report of crash described as hoax

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Passive smoking 
very dangerous 

The hazards of cigarette smoking 
have been weii documented and pub¬ 
licized. Based on the serious health risks 
faced by smoking, almost 50 million Ame¬ 
ricans have quit smoking in recent years. 

However, cigarette smoking still 
claims an estimated 350,000 lives per year 
aiKl is a major cause of cancer, cardio¬ 
vascular diseases and lung diseases. The 
Surgeon General has determined that 
smoking is the leading preventable cause 
of disease and death in the United States. 

Recent studies indicate, however, 
that for non-smokers, smoking is no long¬ 
er someone else’s business. Non-smokers 
who live or work with smokers, inhale 
“sidestream” and “second-hand” cigaret¬ 
te smoke. Side-stream smoke arises from 
the burning end of a cigarette. Second¬ 
hand or exhaled mainstream smoke is 
drawn into the respiratory tract of the 
smoker and then is exhaled. This pheno¬ 
menon, called passive or involuntary smo¬ 
king, is becoming a major health con¬ 
cern. 

When a smoker inhales, researchers 
have calculated that two-thirds of the 
smoke from the burning cigarette goes in¬ 
to the environment. The percentage of pol¬ 
lution from cigar and pipe smoke is even 
higher. Researchers have calculated that 
two-thirds of the smoke from the burning 
cigarette goes into the environment when 
a smoker exhales. The percentage of pol¬ 
lution from cigar and pipe smoke is even 
higher. A cigarette smoker inhales and ex¬ 
hales mainstream smoke eight or nine 
times with each cigarette, but the ci¬ 
garette burns for 12 minutes and pollutes 
the air continously with side-stream 
smoke. 

Researchers have determined that 
side-stream smoke has even higher con¬ 
centrations of noxious compounds than 
the mainstream smoke inhaled by the 
smoker. 

In a recent report issued by the Sur¬ 
geon General, acute health effects of 
passive smoking were described. The re¬ 
port found that children of parents who 
smoke have a much higher rate of colds 
and other upper respiratory infections 
compared to chiidren whose parents do 
not smoke. Furthermore, the children of 
smoking parents appear to have mea¬ 
surable albeit small differences in pui- 
monary function. Also, non-smoking wives 
and husbands of smokers run a higher 
risk of lung cancer than do the non¬ 
smoking wives of non-smokers. The same 
may also be true of heart disease, em¬ 
physema and congestive iung diseases 
among non-smoking wives of smokers.

Okay, let’s start the New Year off right with 
a little romance and intrique. Have you ever heard 
of the “Money Pit”? Well for about 200 years men 
have been tunneling on a small island just off 
Nova Scotia seeking this “pirate’s” treasure. So 
far the only treasure finds have been three links 
of chain, a scrap of parchment showing two 
letters, V and I; and a ciper sn>nc with odd 
symbols, dcciplicrcd to read “10 Icci below 10 
million arc buried.” But 10 millii>nol what? 

The hunt began in 1795 when a young boy 
began digging on Oak Island, looking for buried 
treasure. They lound a 13 -Iih>i shall, with oak 
platforms at 10, 20 and 30 feet. Superstition made 
them abandon their efiorts. 

Then in 1804, a No\a Scotian began his 
explorations. They broke through eight oak 
platforms and lound the cipher stone at 90 led. 
Then they hit something solid, and believing it to be 
a treasure chest, grew very excited. Unloriunaicly, 
the next day the money pit was filled with water. 

Another shaft next to the original one was set. 
Then at 110 feet, the same thing happened. A gush 
of water filled the shaft. This event kept going on 
for about 200 years.

He noted that there is an advantage to being a 
graduate of two schools. 

“The program gives a chance for students to 
attend a small school and go on to a bigger 
school,” he said.
